SGROOL REPORT. 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1895. 


The following report is respectfully submitted, by the 
school board: 

Four schools have been maintained during the past year. 
The Village and North Grantham schools, twenty four weeks 
each, and the Hill schools eighteen weeks, making an aggregate 
of eighty four weeks. Five teachers have been employed, and we 
believe that their labor has been rewarded with successful results. 
The advancemert which our school have made, during the past 
year, is quite noticeable. Your committee has endeavored to 
raise the standard of the system of teaching, by introducing the 
more modern methods of imparting instruction, such as will ex- 
cite the mind of the pupil, and create athirst for knowledge. 
The old method of teaching, was to teach facts, and drive them 
into the mind of the pupil. The new methods are, to prepare the 
mind, and let it take in the principle. 

The first part of the year, some opposition was met with, but 
we believe that those who criticised the new methods, after they 
had investigated and ascertained the better results in school work, 
were pleased, therefore we ask all who criticise, to first visit our 
schools, for criticism without knowledge, is faulty. 

If we will look back through the last ten years, and note the 
advancement in the art of teaching, we will find that our present 
system of schools, are far behind the times; not but that we have 
done perhaps, all that we could, but we should exert ourselves to 
the utmost to place our schools, on a standard as high as possible. 


To this end we ask your hearty co-operation in the work, 
that we may place within our present system, those methods 
which it most needs. One of the greatest needs of our schools, 
is better attendance; the absence of one, not only retards his 
own progress, but it is detrimental to the work of his class. We 
trust that the patrons of our schools, will attend to this part of 
the work; it would be pleasing to see every scholars name on 
the roll of honor. 

Our school buildings are all in good condition, except the 
house at the village, which needs re-shingling and re-seating. 
We would recommend that the town raise money enough, so 
that twenty-five weeks of school, could be given in all schools.
